What Beckham has done that is 
praiseworthy and laudable we 
should commend. If his adminis- 
tration has done anything that is 
not right and is not in accordance 
with honest Democratic principles 
and good government, the Demo- 
crats should be the first to condemn 
it and set about to correct it.
